They decrease static 
cling, make fabrics feel smooth, 
impart a pleasing fragrance, 
reduce drying time,-reduce wrin- 
kling and make ironing easier.

Stains also can occur 
when the softener is added after 
the dryer had started or when too 
high a heat setting is used for 
synthetic or permanent press 
fabrics.
